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EXTENSION  OFFERINGS 

The  offerings  of  the  Division  of  Extension  are  of  two  general  types 
as  follows: 

A.  Extension  work  by  class  instruction  in  which  the  teacher  meets 
the  classes  at  some  study  center  provided  by  the  class. 

B.  Extension  work  by  correspondence  in  which  the  student  works 
out  written  assignments  which  are  sent  by  mail  to  the  instructor  and 
graded  by  him  and  returned  to  the  student. 

The  work  of  the  Extension  Department  is  organized  to  conform  to  the 
regulations  of  the  Southern  Association  ^of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools  and  the  regulations  of  the  National  Extension  Association  of 
Teachers  Colleges. 

EXTENSION  CLASS  STUDY 

1.  Only  a  limited  number  of  courses  can  be  arranged  under  the 
EXTENSION  CLASS  STUDY  plan.  These  courses  are  offered  during 
the  fall  and  winter  quarters  by  regular  members  of  the  State  Teachers 
College  faculty  in  selected  centers  to  suit  the  convenience  of  those  wishing 
to  register  for  such  courses.  Those  interested  in  arranging  for  extension 
classes  in  centers  convenient  to  them  should  write  to  the  Director  of  Ex- 
tension. 

2.  Any  persons  qualified  to  profit  by  an  extension  course  may  be 
admitted  to  the  classes  for  non-credit  study.  However,  those  who  expect 
college  credit  for  a  course  must  meet  regular  admission  requirements. 
Students  will  not  be  permitted  to  do  extension  work  during  regular  at- 
tendance at  any  college. 

3.  Extension  classes  spend  the  same  number  of  hours  in  recitation 
as  are  required  for  the  same  course  taken  in  residence.  No  extension 
class  may  meet  for  more  than  sixteen  hours  in  one  week,  or  four  hours 
in  one  day.  No  extension  course  may  continue  after  the  opening  of  the 
second  term  of  the  spring  quarter.

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CORRESPONDENCE  STUDY 

Correspondence  courses  offer  the  most  convenient  means  for  persons 
employed  or  engaged  in  other  duties  to  study  under  State  Teachers  Col- 
lege guidance. 

Correspondence  courses  are  available  to  anyone,  anywhere,  who  is 
prepared  to  pursue  the  work  profitably.  Students  who  expect  to  secure 
college  credits  must  meet  the  regular  college  entrance  requirements  and 
the  course  prerequisites.  Students  in  residence  in  any  college  may  not 
register  for  correspondence  courses. 

The  assignments  for  a  course  are  given  on  instruction  sheets  which 
are  sent  to  the  student,  one  at  a  time,  after  the  receipt  of  the  required 
fee.  When  the  student  has  completed  work  on  the  first  assignment  he 
mails  his  paper  to  the  Office  and  receives  the  second  assignment.  When 
he  has  completed  the  second,  it  likewise  is  mailed  in  and  the  third  as- 
signment is  mailed  him,  this  plan  being  followed  until  the  course  is  comr» 
pleted.  All  papers  are  carefully  marked  and  returned  to  the  student 
with  the  instructor's  comments. 

Final  grades  and  credit  on  correspondence  study  courses  depend  on 
the  examination.  The  lesson  assignments  are  intended  to  assist  the 
student  in  preparation  for  the  examination. 

Text  books  are  ordered  by  the  student  from  the  publishers  whose 
names  and  addresses  are  listed  on  the  first  assignment  sheet. 

Final  examinations  are  held  either  by  regular  instructors  of  State 
Teachers  College,  or  by  instructors  in  other  institutions  of  higher  learn- 
ing selected  by  the  student  and  approved  by  the  Director  of  Extension. 
A  student  may  defer  examination  on  a  completed  course  until  he  enters 
the  College  for  residence  work,  in  which  case  the  examination  must  be 
taken  within  two  weeks  after  the  student  registers.  All  assignments 
on  a  four-hour  course  must  be  completed  within  twelve  months  from  the 
student's  date  of  registration,  and  on  a  two-hour  course  within  six  months 
from  the  date  of  registration.  Upon  completion  of  the  assignments  the 
student  must  immediately  take  up  with  the  Extension  Office  arrange- 
ments for  the  examination.  If  he  is  near  some  accredited  college,  he 
may  arrange  to  take  the  examination  at  the  institution  near  his  home. 
If  he  is  not  near  such  a  college  and  wishes  to  take  the  examination  im- 
mediately rather  than  to  defer  it  until  he  enters  State  Teachers  College 
for  residence  work,  the  College  will  arrange  to  provide  someone  to  give 
the  examination. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

The  matriculation  fee  for  a  non-resident  class  study  course  is  three 
dollars  per  quarter  hour.  Thus,  the  fee  for  a  four-hour  course  is  twelve 
dollars  and  for  a  two-hour  course  is  six  dollars. 

The  matriculation  fee  for  a  correspondence  course  is  |3.50  per  quarter 
hour;  a  fee  of  fourteen  dollars  is  charged  for  a  four-hour  course  and 
seven  dollars  for  a  two-hour  course. 

Fees  are  not  refundable  or  transferable  after  the  course  is  registered. 

No  more  than  forty  quarter  hours  earned  in  extension  may  be  counted 
toward  a  degree  from  State  Teachers  College.  No  more  than  twenty 
hours  earned  in  correspondence  study  may  be  counted  toward  a  degree.
